Maugbsm. Molierc. and t^ ilde. 
Supported only by coUccuons 
and donations from its audience, 
the Davenport Theatre was the 
world s first free theatre, Evcrj- 
night large crowds u-ait im« 
patiently for the doors \o open.

The eccentric founder of the in- 
stitution. Harry fiavenporl,

As you stand there in the 
shadow of skyscrapers, you may 
notice that all the rails of the iron 
fence surrounding the park are 
broken off at the tops.

In the centre of the 
park, at the time ot the ReTOlution, 
stood 8 large, lead statue of George 
HI which the colonists pulled down. 
Ai they did so, they struck off the 
tops of the railings which were, m- 
stead of spikes, effigies of mem- 
bers of the royal family.

Author Says French Have 
High Faith in Democracy 

Jules Romains Declares Unipersities 
No Doubt Suppressed, but French 
Culture Will Rise Again

'The faith of a people and the 
value of democracy will not he 
weakened merely because a democ- 
racy suffers temporary military de- 
feat," delarcd Jules Itomains, noted 
French author and playwright in 
an interview yesterday, "It is 
exactly the same as If a man were 
attacked in the street by an armed 
gangster and yet would emerge 
with his rellgiou."! principles un- 
touched." The principles of democ- 
racy still hold, in the opinion of 
M. Romains. 

When questioned about the life 
of the student in current Nazi- 
dominated France, the author stated 
lhat although he had no Immediate 
information, he ^urmi.^ed that great 
changes have undoubtedly been 
wrought. Some professors probably 
have been expelled and certain 
studies, such as philosophy, may no 
longer be freely taught. This is 
true even In unoccupied France, he 
added. Students^' associations too. 
have been suppressed by the Nazis. 

Asked about the role of literary 
men in the present crisis, Jules 



and E, G. 

Romains declared that It Is their 
duty to help people think clearly 
on current events .-,nd realize the 
.terioufne.».'! of the times Authors, 
he said, should prevent people 
from losing faith in the principles 
they have held up to now. 

M. Romains believes that no per- 
manent injury to the culture of 
France will result from the current 
German domination. Although lit- 
erary freedom in France has been 
blacked out for the time being, the 
real foundations of French culture 
cannot be touched. 

With regard to the relations be- 
tween French and Engli.çh Canad- 
ians today, the French visitor to 
Montreal, said that any differences 
In attitudes should be put aside, be- 
ing minute when viewed in the 
light of world events. 

M. Romains left France five 
months ago and U now living in 
New York. His work on the nine- 
teenth volume ot "Men of Good 
Will" was interrupted by the Nazi 
invasion, but is being continued at 
present.

With, 
these words from the pen of 
Mazzini, Mr. James B. Thom-

.lames Literary Society on 
''Dante and the World Em- 
pire." Mr. Thomson is a na- 
tive of Edinburgh where he 
received his education and 
beaan hi=. career a^ a solicitor. 
In 19'22 Mr. Tliomson came to 
Canada and in 1926 joined 'the 
St. .Iame.= Literary Society of 
wliicii he is an ex-pre.sident aii'd 
before whom he has spoken 
-ome i^vp.n rirtif;;. ■ ' 

Dante like most men ot his 
age led a double life, said the 
speaker, public and private one. 
"His excursion into public life," 
declared Mr. Thomson, "was 
brift and disastrou- and led to 
his banishment from hi-: native 
city, Florence, to which he 
never returned. Indeed Dante's 
life resembles that of the pro- 
pîiet .feremiali whom he studied 
and quoted fronr rather copi- 
ously." 

Dante's Pnlltieal Thought. 

Dante's political thought fini 
expression in his treatise. "De Mo^ 
archia.' This work was greatly to 
fluenced by the age ia which he 
lived, and which witnessed the 
struggle between the Papacy and 
the Empire. The de Monarchia.' 
Mr. Thomson said, should be read 
in the spirit of the triumph of jus- 
tice and the establishment ofc a. 
world empire under the guidance of 
God. The essay divides itself into 
three parts: the first bnok deals 
with the question, "Whether Tem- 
poral Monarchy is required for the 
well-being of the world"; the second 
book tries to answer the question, 
"Why the Roman people should 
take unto itself by right -he office 
of monarchy'.'"; the third hcok de- 
velops the thesis that "Tlie Em- 
peror monarch holds an independ- 
ent commission from Heaven, and 
of the powers of the Prince rela- 
tive to that of the Vicar of God, the 
Pope." 

The argumenii • h .-h ■vir Thom- 
son declared Dante used to support 
his thesis were firstly that "Com-, 
plete political unity can alone 
secure man's true destiny on earth, 
and the ne«d for the e.xistcnce of 
a iociety for 'he dovelopment of all 
that is contL.'ied :n 'he human in- 
tellect." Also that universal peace, 
—the highest well-being of man 
can only be secured by a Temporal, 
World Emperor. To quota from 
Dante, "Behold how good and 
pleasant it 15 for brethren to dwelt 
in unity." 

In supporting the argument o£ 
his second book Dante claimed that 
the Romans were endowed by 
right to rule because of their his- 
tory, ancestry, and ',a.<t but not 
least because of their laws. Also, 
they were entitled to rule because 
they were at that time the last of 
the masters of the then known 
world. 

Fiinlly !•) upholding the argu- 
ment o( hi.s third book. Daiite claim- 
ed that the Empire e.\i.ited long be- 
fore the Papacy, and that ChrisI 
Himself said, "Render unto Caesar

Though most countries today fly the 
flag of lihrrty, rqunlity. and fratornity, 
each having its own ronrrption of Ihoir 
meaning, the nearest, that we shall ever 
come 10 their complete realization is in 
the university. 

It would be too tedious and controver- 
*ial a task to define the me."îning of llie 
Words, but if, in general, wc take them to 
mean individual freedom to read, write 
And discuss equality as to social position 
pri^•ilegep. and rights; and good comrade- 
«hip and sportsmanship; then these may 
certtinly be found in the university. 

We have seen, both in this war ."snd in 
the, many previous ones, how liberty, 
equality, and fraternity have disappeared 
with the forced closing of many a famous 
university. It is evident that so long as 
the imivcrsity is free, the countrj' and the 
people are free. 

Thai liberty is precious, we musi all 
agree. It is worth fighting for. It must 
not be taken for granted, though that hap- 
pens only too often. Students must fully 
realize the importance of their task of 
study and criticism and must cling to 
their academic freedom till victori- or de- 
feat. They must help to educate tiie 
public in the principles of democracy, and 
what it stands for. and make ihem realize 
it« importance and its responsibility. 

Above all they must realize that lib- 
erty does not mean licence, that freedom 
* not an eternal privilege but a reward 
Attained after centuries of progress, that 
democracy goes hand in hand with dis- 
cipline. We who hve by a democratir 
form of life musi discipline ourselves and 
so prevent the possibility that we be dis- 
ciplined by the exercise of some absolute 
external power. 

By defending academic freedom what- 
«'er the situation in the country, students 
are defending the foundations of hberty, 
^equality and fraternity, but they must 
ever guard again.«t deliberate attackp 
upon freedom of thought and action under 
'the guise of academic freedom. We at 
the univ(;r.siiic.= luideiFtaiid the responsi- 
bility whicii accompanies our liberty and 
while our freedom to read, write and dis- 
iCUSS must remain unimpaired if the 
country is to remain free and democratic, 
nevertheless it is the duty of ever>' 8t\i- 
ident to carefully guard against the abuse 
.of that freedom by those who deliberately 
and calculaiinglx- attempt to undermine 
jthe basis of our democratic way of life.

If the women of this campus do 
not show as great interest in what 
is hupponliiB in the world today as 
the men show, why tlicy must be 
aroused to |l! ! In the past this was 
a man's world, women were 
brought up on religion, poetry, 
dolls and other non-cssentlals; ac- 
cordingly they kept out of politics 
and were disu'ediled with having 
insulTicient brains lo understand 
Economic problems. We are now 
in a traitsition stage.

Rather let men and women 
work together In a common effort 
to solve the difficulties of the pres- 
ent Economic lack of system. 

The Political Economists are 
holding on to a worn-out tradition 
as a dying man grasps at a straw. 
Can Professor Hemmeon deny that 
certain women students last year 
did as well or better in their exams 
than many men students? He has 
seen what has happened lo tradi- 
tion only recently. I ask for a di- 
rect and logical explanation of his 
attitude.

Gliding is the art or science 

of flying motorless aircraft. It's 
science because it can Involve 
an Indefinite amount of exact 
•elentific knowledge; an art be- 
cause it demands the develop- 
ment of dexterity and skill and 
can be a means ot self-exprrs- - 
slon as satisfying and beautiful 
as any creation on canvas or In 
marble. And don't think we're 
ioking. It has to be done to be 
believed. The touch of a good 
pilot on the controls is a deli- 
cate, as skilled and as inspired 
as that of any painter.

The machines 'hrm.soJvPs sre 

quite similar in their essentials to 
their powered counterparts. Control 
systems are Identical. Gliders do 
not have the conventional landing 
gear, however, but land on a .^kid 
which is attached to the underside 
of the fuselage, near the nosr. Ma- 
chines used in the United Stales 
generally use a single wheel as 
landing gear with a half -skid In 
front of it. .Other countries have 
found tlie wheel .nadvi.'^alile Motor- 
less aircraft aie d,v.dKl broadly 
into three ly -es: 'li J'liiiiaiy liain- 
ing g'liders; i2) Secondary soaring 
gliders; (3) Sailplanes.

The principles which keep a 
glider In the air a.*e identical 
with those whirn govern the 
flight of powered aircraft dur- 
ing a glide with the niutur kliut 
off. Everyone who has walelied 
an airplane fly knows that If 
the pilot shuU off the motor 
or If the motor falls— the 
pilot hss only to point the nose 
of the machine slightly down 
and it will continue in fliglil 
under perfect control, sliding 
down tlirough Uic air until It 
lands. In this situation Ihc air- 
' plane is converted int« a gli-' 
though a very inefficlcnl .ine, 
and funcliuiui as hucli as long as 
the niolor ik «hul off. In this 
state it can be nude to pcr- 
forni any reasonable manoeu- 
vre, but cannot be made lo gain 
height or fly level. The soaring 
glider can do both these things 
under favouiabic conditions 
since it Is oflcii lieturen four 
and six tlme« as efficient aero* 
dynamically as the relatively 
bulky and clunuiy power plane,

and promoted sympathetic under- 
standing among the peoples of 
South. Central, and North America. 
This year four men were honored. 

First to address (we) members of 
the Press Club was a large and 
genial, gentleman from Mexico City, 
Senor Rafael Heliodoro Va lie, 
columnist, correspondent, and Pro- 
fessor of American History at the 
Universidad Nacional de Mexico. 
.■Mthough his command of the lan- 
guage was not such that it allowed 
him to digress from his prepared 
script he spoke simply and with 
force, about his work and about 
himself,, "We of South and Central 
America have always wondered 
what we should call ourselves, 
Should it be Latin - Americans, 
Spanish-American^;, Eur- Indians, or 
something else?" Hewent on to 
tell of the increasing need of co- 
operation among the nations of 
America. "My people are thinking 
more and more in terms of conti- 
nente. With this fusion is rising a 
new vision of American greatness. 
The expression 'The Americas' is 
coming into conmion use. It's a good 
sign." 

HOW A JOURNALIST IS MADE. 

The next speaker was James I. 
Miller. He had a keenness about 
him that marks a good Journalist. 
He told us modestly of how he be- 
came a newspapernr.an by sheer ac- 
cident. In Buenos Aires as an en- 
gineer in 916. he met a Unil<?d Press 
man who was leuving. Miller de- 
cided to take over the Job. The then 
head of the U.P., Roy Howara, voy- 
aged to see his new recruit found 
him inexperienced but willing, and 
left him with orders to gel the busi- 
ness out of 'the red. 

For several year.-i young Mr. Mil- 
ler labored. He cajoled and per- 
suaded. By 1920 he was breaking 
even; 1927 saw him servicing a 
chain of over 100 papers daily. 
Until about 1932 most nf the new« 
came via cable at the high rate of 
33 cents a word. Then radio became 
a reality. Soon they were receiving 
75,000 words daily. 

The U.P. chose Amsterdam as the 
ideal place from which to transfpit 
to South America, but the war 
forced them to open smaller offices 
in Zurich, London, and New York. 
News comes to these centres by 
telephone, and is edited. In Buenos 
Aires it is translated into Spanish 
and Portugese, before being dii- 
tributed. - 

Mr. Miller was of \hi'. opiiuon that 
the extent of Axi« influence in the 
republics has been exaggerated by 
the American press, Hovyever he 
warned that the sheer voliune of 
propaganda which comes via their 
powerful transmitters is bound to 
have some effect. "To combat this 
we must show real friendship," ke 
counselled. 
WANT A JOB? 

Finally, up popped a sma^l man 
with a real smile, Senoir Enrique 
Santos, of the liberal and forward- 
looking El Tiempo of Bagola, Co« 
lombia. He had difficulty with hii 
English, but made a gallant effort. 
He spoke, vividly of t4ie life of his 
papen His humor was light and in- 
fectious. "I began ai oo-edilor, and 
J have gone no furUier," he said; 
then, in mock complaint: "Every- 
thing is so quiet now for Ihere are 
no more revolutions!" As a final 
gesture of friendship he offered any

He declared that 
according to Dante "There must be 
a supreme authority to guide the 
actions of slates if unity and' peace 
was to be preserved." In this idea 
Mr, Thomson claimed that Dante 
was anticipatins the idea of a 
League of Nations with ample 
authority to carry out its decrees, 
Dante believed that this authority 
could be found in' a 'World Em- 
peror. To Dante this idea was es- 
pecially timely since, to use Ihc 
words of the speaker, "Violence 
and disorder was everywhere ram- 
pant and it needed a supreme auth- 
ority to restore order and to pre- 
serve peace," Dante's view that 
there was a need for an ultimate 
court of appeal and of a supreme 
authority for the guidance of the 
actions of nations i.s basic.illy irre- 
futable, said Mr. Thomson. For as 
the speaker said, "War only en.sucs 
because combatants acknowledge 
no authority superior lo them- 
selves,"

"that in Na7.1i.?m we. have discover- 
ed a greater evil than War."
